of 1922’’ 
Mr. R. R. Reppert, en­ 
tom ologist of the Extension Service 
of tho A. & M. College, advises that 
the “conditions this fall are ideal for 
the destruction c f the boll weevils that 
will otherwise go into winter quar­ 
ters, and from which great numbers 
will develop next spring to attack 
the 1923 cotton crop. 
If their food 
and breeding place are well removed 
this fall, most of this year’s crop of 
weevil w ill starve before they go into 
winter quarters. 
The cotton in many 
sections has already been picked, and 
in most other sections picking will 
soon be completed. 
It is advised, 
then, that tho cotton growth be de­ 
stroyed, if possible, by October 1st, 
by plowing out with a plow set shal- 
ow, or by some other equally effec­ 
tive means. 
Do not bum the crop 
refuse. 
It is enough to kill the plant 
completely. 
Clipping or running a 
stalk cutter ever the rows will not 
accomplish 
the 
purpose, 
as 
new 
growth will immediately spring from 
the roots that will make ideal food 
for the weevil and thus keep them 
alive till they can get into winter 
quarters. 
Kill thf» plant early and 
keep it killed. 
The best results will 
follow where co-operation
